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A Splendid Vindication 


The close of the long trial in which 
a citizen of Andover was one of the 
defendants on the charge of con- 
spiracy to plant dynamite in connec- 
tion with the Lawrence strike, came 
on Saturday morning last, and re- 
sulted in the complete exoneration 
of one of Andover’s most prominent 
citizens, Mr. William M. Wood. 

It is not surprising that Andover’s 
interest was very keen in the trial 
and in its outcome, and it is not sur- 
prising that the outcome* brings 
much joy to the entire community. 
Mr. Wood has lived in Andover for 
many years; he came here a young 
man when his reputation as a busi- 
ness men was in the making, and has 
touched the life of the town as no 
man ever had before, by many char- 
ities, and by an interest in the young 
men and women of the town which 
has given a new and brighter oppor- 
tunityin_life to many of them. From 
his coming until the present, all the 
good things that the town has stood 
for have found him = interested in 
them and a large sharer in promoting 
them. 

Andover looks upon him as one of 
her best citizens. There was no 
need of a trial to convince those who 
knew him well, of his complete in- 
nocence of any wrong-doing. The 
many stories written about him, in 
many cases dealing in untruths and 
full of misrepresentation, found little 
credence here at home. The security 
of his great business which has been 
one of the marvels of the industrial 
activity of New England, has been 
unshaken by anything that has been 
said about him. The test has been 
the test not of the business man but 
of the citizen, and of the man and 
the instincts which controlled him. 

Out of the trial the man has been 


proven. The notoriety has been dis- 
tasteful. Misrepresentation has 
touched a sensitive nature. The 
shaken confidence which has been 


met with only rarely, but still occa- 
sionally, has cut deep. But through 
it all Mr. Wood has gone on with an 
attitude toward those who were pros- 
ecuting him and with a cheerfulness 
and confidence in his fellowmen that 
could have been born of nothing else 
than the complete innocence of which 
he was conscious, 

The vindication coming through 
the complete acquittal and full exon- 
eration by the jury is sweet to Mr. 
Wood and to his friends. It means 
a great deal also to the community 
which is his home town. It means 
that the traditions of the old New 
England town to which he had al- 
ways been true and of which he is 
now a part, are as dear to him as 
they were to many men great in the 
deeds of New England in years past. 
The test has been a hard one, but Mr. 
Wood has met it like the big man he is. 


He stands before the world with 
those qualities of courage, loyalty, 
confidence and charity which his 


neighbors and friends so well know 
and appreciate, better known and bet- 
ter understood by the world at large. 


A Start on the Street Work

Exhibit of School Work \ 
A very interesting exhibit of some 


of the various kinds of work which 
have been done during the past year | 
by the children of the public schools 
was held on Wednesday in the 
school committee room and lower 
hall in the town house. 

The collection was very varied, 
covering as it did drawing and paint- 
ing in all its many phases, such as 
freehand and mechanical drawing, 
stenciling, conventional designing, 
colored iandscapes, and flower paint- 
ing, and this in all grades from the 
tiigh School down. There were also 
numerous specimens of paper and 
card construction work, which in- 
cluded articles of furniture, tables, 
sections of houses and their furnish- 
ings, animals, a merry-go-round, and 
other features: The sloyd depart- 
ment was also very interesting, 
among the pieces shown being ink- 
stands, sleeve-boards, racks, a cab- 
inet—with drawers, a chair, book- 
shelves, etc. 

Across the corridor in the lower 
town hall were the sewing and cook- 
ing exhibits in charge of Miss Lof- 
tus. While limited, 
fact that many of the pupils had 
taken their work home, the sewing 
displayed was an interesting sample 
of the work being done by the lower 
grade and High School girls. 

The cooking exhibit also attracted 
a great deal of interest, the various 
dishes displayed presenting an ap- 
petizing and also tantalizing appear- 
ance, the latter because of the fact 
that they were inaccessible. The 
cooking classes, however, had ample 
reason to feel proud of the dainty in- 
valid tray, with its cereal, grapefruit, 
toast and egg and tea, while the 
bread, cookies, biscuit, popovers, 
cakes, etc., were equally tempting. 

Another interesting feature of the 
exhibit were the samples of the work 
of the classes in home-making. They 
consisted of a sort of illustrated note- 
book kept by each girl showing 
plans and specifications for a sani- 
tary and satisfactory house, lists and 
approximate costs of furniture and 
furnishings, with suggestions as to 
proper lines and color schemes in the 
latter,—and in a word, the general 
arrangement of the home with a view 
to convenience, health, and good 
taste. The note-books were unusual- 
ly interesting and showed that their 
owners had taken advantage of their 
opportunity to acquire the good judg- 
ment and taste in which so many 
homes are lacking. 

During the afternoon punch and 
fancy crackers were served to the 
visitors.

and everlasting joy upon their | 
heads; they shall obtain joy and 
gladness, and sorrow and sighing 


shall flee away.” In the conscious- 
ness of this high destiny our proph- 
et, as it were, beholds the exiles set 
out upon their journey, and stand- 
ing at the gates of Babylon his mes- 
sage to the departing travellers be- 
comes one of God-speed and good 
cheer: “Depart ye, depart ye, go ye 
out from thence, touch no unclean 
thing, go ye out from the midst of 
her. Purify yourselves, who are up- 
on your Father’s business; be ye 
clean that bear the vessels of the 
Lord.” 

Of course, what this ancient sing- 
er meant by “cleanliness” and “puri- 
fication” coincided with the ancient 
Hebrew idea of the value of free- 
dom from all manner of ceremonial 
defilement. Clean and unclean, for 
the Jew, then as now, had a mean- 
ing special and definite. We know 
how in those days, as. sometimes 
happens today, a man could be a 
good churchman, without being a 
good man. 

Yet, at the same time, this man 
above all of Israel’s prophets, in- 
sisted not only upon men observing 
the letter but the spirit of the law. 
With marvelous spiritual insight, he 
held that religion and morality are 
one and the same thing. He insist- 
ed that genuine outward purity can 
only arise out of a pure heart. Clean 
hands count for little save as they 
go with a clean life. God has little 
use for the man whose religion is 
only skin-deep. The best life is ever 
that wherein cleanliness and godli- 
ness are not akin but identical. He 
who is best fitted to minister in the 
great temple of life, is he whose 
goodness is unquestioned. The life 
of all others most serviceable to 
God and man is the one whose 
morality is not merely formal and 
perfunctory but spontaneous and 
sincere, whose strongest motives 
come from doing justly and loving 
mercy and walking humbly with its 
God. 

Today after almost thirty cen- 
turies, the same theory of life holds 
good. Just here now, as in the past 
ages, is the main source of what a 
modern scholar has termed “the 
durable satisfaction of life.” In the 
life that now is, in America as in 
3Zabylon and Judea, the best asset of 
civilization is the man whose re- 
ligion works out in social service 
and in keeping himself unspotted 
from the world. Amid 
dust and confusion of this great, 
feverish, hurried, over - burdened 


America of ours, it is easy enough | 


for us to mistake show for substance, 
confuse existing values, accept ap- 
pearances for reality, and persuade 
ourselves that our civilization is 
manifestly on the decline. All vir- 
tue is in the past. Behind us lies 
the Golden Age. As a nation we 
have fallen upon evil days. At the 
heart of our civilization, disintegrat- 
ing forces are already hard at work. 
Even now the brief day of our na- 
tional splendor draws onward to a 
stormy close. Democracy is a fail- 
ure. 

The contention is familiar enough; 
I need not enlarge upon it. Yet as 
a matter of fact it is one woefully 
mistaken. It doesn’t take a great 
amount of faith and impartial dis- 
cernment to persuade ourselves that 
the exact opposite is true. Instead 
of our age being decadent, it is one 


obviously and intrinsically on the 
mend. There are evils, plenty of 
them; but the good outnumbers 


them ten to one. Never throughout 
the whole vast range of human his- 
tory. Never was there a_ time 
when it was better to be alive, while 
to be young is very heaven. I can 
conceive of nothing happier or more 
worth while than to enjoy the 
blessed privilege of being a young 
American man, a woman, in_ these 
opening years of the twentieth cen- 


tury. What many of us need is a 
point of view like that of Ralph 
Waldo Emerson, which moved him, 


many years ago, to declare, “God is, 
not was; He speaketh, not spake.” 
Cultivate spiritual insight. Possess 
yourself of that faith which is lit- 


erally “the substance of things 
hoped for, the evidence of things 
not seen.” Develop the habit of 


looking through all show to the un- 
derlying substance; gaze deep into 
the heart of the power and ener-

ew spiritual renaissance. A _ great 
“outbreak of spiritual -religion is at 
hand. Now after lo, these many 
years, America is beginning to real- 
ize that she has a soul. “There is 
'a sound of growing in the tops of 
the mulberry trees.” 

We in .u1s country have been pass- 
ing through an age of intense ma- 
terialism. The period of the Civil 
War was a time of open vision. 
Then the gods walked the earth as 
men, and human speech naturally 
fell into terms of poetry and ro- 
mance. The age was one of essen- 
tial idealism. But then a period of 
inevitable reaction set in. The tides 
of the spirit ebbed. As a people we 
became possessed of a spirit of sel- 
fish materialism, It was the twilight 
of the poets. Music, sculpture, 
painting, dropped to. base levels. 
The public conscience became torpid 

land inactive. In the halls of gov- 
ernment political corruption reigned 
almost supreme. It was the heydey 
of special privilege. State and na- 
tion danced, when Big Business 
cracked its whip. Even the church, 
to no small extent, joined the cult 
of the golden calf. And then just 
at the hour of blackest midnight, 
when the situation appeared well-nigh 
hopeless, the change began to come. 

First came our hundred days’ war 
with Spain with its revival of ideal- 
ism and a more spiritual patriotism. 
The heart of the nation was mani- 
festly touched. And from that day 
to this the movement has continued, 
with accelerating speed. As a peo- 
ple our feet have unquestionably 
struck the upgrade, until now the 
heavenly city is in plain sight. Of 
late years we have beheld a steady 
growth of literary power. American 

music and American sculpture have 
come into being. The church is re- 
newing her life. Society is throw- 
ing off her burdens; the wage-slave 


is dreaming of freedom. Child labor, 
the sweat-shop, white slavery, tuber- 
culosis, and a multitude of lesser 
evils, are already marked for oblit- 
eration. The rapid rise and spread 
of social sympathy in this country is, 
| of all the signs of the times, one of 
; the most encouraging, while more 
wonderful even than this is the po- 
litical awakening which commenceda 
short ten yearsago, and which even 
today is far from having run _ its 
course. When in civil affairs condi- 
tions were at their very worst, and to 
not afew serious minds the overthrow 
of popular government seemed all 
but imminent, then once more, all 
over the country, the people rose in 
their might, to reassert their sov- 
ercignty, and force the boss to va- 
cate his throne of self-constituted 
power. 

Now, of course, the battle for pop- 
ular rights is far from ended. The 
campaign is a long one. We are to- 
day in the very thick of the conflict. 
If we, the citizens of this nation, 
ever had a holy crusade upon our 
hands, we have one now. There is 
work for very one of us. A host 
of evils are still unattacked. 

Truth will out. Right cannot but 
prevail. Sooner or later the battle 
will be decided in our favor. This 
the future has in store for us, but 
only, mind you, upon one condition. 
God’s kingdom is at hand, but for it 
we must pay the necessary price. 
The attainment depends upon 
exertions and the sacrifices which 
people 
to make in its behalf.

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kind of patriotism our country needs 
today.

And particularly is it up to the 
educated men. Education is our 
great national safeguard, even as ig- 
norance is our greatest na- 
tional peril.

And it is 
just this type of educated life which 
is now increasing in our midst. In 
all our many-sided American life 
there is, to my mind, no sign more 
encouraging, no brighter token of 
promise, than that presented to us at 
this season of the year when the 
portals of our schools and colleges 
are once more flung open, and from 
them issues forth an_ increasing 
throng of youths and maidens having 
pure hands and clean hearts, “wear- 
ing the colors of the morn on their 
white shields of expectation,” high- 
hearted, fearless, dedicated to per- 
form the noblest tasks in the service 
of their fellowmen. “The world,” 
says the oriental proverb, “is saved 
by the breath of the school chil- 
dren.” We may say that our world 
is, in no small measure, saved by 
the school boys and the-college grad- 
uates who, in increasing numbers, 
our halls of learning annually send 
out to serve their fellowmen.

in no way lowered. Yours is in no 
small degree a position of peculiar 
responsibility. To you comes the 
call of a unique opportunity. Show 
yourselves equal to it.

Reverently and 
manfully follow in His steps. Go 
forth, armed with the high resolve 
to do and serve and suffer in His 
name. Go forth with pure hands and 
clean hearts. Go forth, not one of 
you but must hear the whisper of the 
tempter, and know the agony of de- 
feat, endure hardship and separation 
and losses, taste the bitterness of 
death.

SCORES THE NEW HAVEN 3 


Foss Attacks Its Good Faith In His 
Veto of Western Trolley Bill 


Boston, June 12.—Attacking the 
jood faith of the New Haven railroad 
m the whole proposition and charac- 
terizing it as part of a subterfuge to 
secure approval of unlawful acts of 
the past Governor Foss sent his veto 
ef the western trolley bill to the 
house. 

In short, the governor sees no merit 
at all in the proposition. He holds 
that it will operate simply to confirm 
the New Haven in its monopolistic 
control of a transportation field, that 
it will confirm unlawful acts of the 
New Haven road, that it. will allow an 
even further extension of the railroad 
holding company principle and lastly 
that even its promise of $5,000,000 
expenditure for new trolley extensions 
is a delusion and a snare. 

He argues that, at the best, of the 
292 miles promised not more than 
seventy-five can be built with the $5,- 
000,000 and that these will be simply 
the profitable lines rather than the 
hill-town extensions over which senti- 
ment has been aroused.

RESIGNATION ACCEPTED

Washington, June 8.—President 
Wilson has accepted the resignation 
of Walter C. Noyes, one of the judges 
of the second judicial circuit, com- 
prising the states of Vermont, Con- 
necticut and New York. Noyes was 
appointed in December, 1907. He 
resides at New London, Conn. 

New. London, Conn., June 8.— 
Judge Noyes says the reason why he 
resigned as one of the judges of the 
second judicial court was: “The salary 
of the office, $7000 per year, is in- 
adequate for the support of my fam- 
ily and for the increasing expenses of 
the education of my children. My 
outside income is not. sufficient to 
bring the total to an amount com- 
mensurate to my family’s needs.” 


FLOUR BAG “BOMB” 
HURLED AT ASQUITH 


Male Suffragette Sympathizer 
Startles House of Commons 


London, June 12.—One of the 
wildest scenes that ever marked a 
session of the house of commons was 
enacted when a male suffragette sym- 
pathizer from the visitors’ gallery 
hurled a bag of flour at Premier As- 
quith on the floor. 

The missile narrowly missed the 
premier, Who was speaking at the 
time, and when it hit the floor the 
bag burst and a cloud of flour spread 
over the ministerial benches, cover- 
ing the cabinet members who were 
there. 

The man who threw the flour also 
showered suffragette pamphlets on the 
members sitting below, shouting in- 
coherently and wildly about the death 
of Emily Davison. He -was finally 
subdued and arrested, amid great ex- 
citement. 


OATMEAL “TRUST” SUED 


Government Wants Quaker Oats Com- 
pany Enjoined as Illegal 

Chicago, June 12.—The Quaker 
Oats company—the so-called oatmeal 
trust—controlling 90 percent of the 
oatmeal products and by-products of 
the country, was attacked by the fed- 
eral government in a civil anti-trust 
suit filed here, charging a monopoly 
in “derogation of the common rights 
of the people of the United States” 
and in violation of the Sherman law. 

The monopoly is declared to have 
been affected by combinations, con- 
spiracies and unlawful acts in re- 
straint of trade, to terminate which 
the government seeks various perma- 
nent injunctions. Pending final hear- 
ings of the case, the petition asks for 
a temporary injunction to bring about 
competition at once.

Hours and Four Minutes
